Application Serial No. 60/481,421 filed by the Applicant on September 25, 2003 
and its Non-Provisional counterpart Serial No. 10/950,942 filed on September 27, 
2004. The non-provisional application was published as US 2005/0128100 A1 
on June 16, 2005. At the time of filing, these patent applications were virtually 
identical to the Present Application. 



The drawings associated with the Present Application appear to be 
crudely drawn with many handwritten notations. At this time, the Applicant 
submits formal drawings to replace sheets 1-19 in the present drawing set. 



In your Office Action, the Examiner rejected all pending claims 1-6.
